REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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5. The following is an examiner* s statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 
1,10 and 13, as noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia activating a 
communication unit without using physical contact including activation with a 
proximity/monition detector in combination with initialization of the conununication unit by 
inserting currency into a currency receptacle and inserting an encoded card into a card reader 
whereas the closest prior art Knuth et al. US Patent 5,406,618 in view of Oh et al. US Patent 
6,185,537 only teach activating a communication device when a user comes within detectable 
range of a proximity/motion detector and do not teach or suggest initializing the communications 
unit by either inserting currency into a currency receptacle and inserting an encoded card into a 
card reader or using the system in a hazardous environment where the person is encumbered in 
combination with having a person approach a two way communication system.
